In our last i issue we gave a short report of an institation which is 
excellent work in a sphere where such societies are as needed as they are rare, 


| The exclusive devotion to Talmudic studies among Russian Jews, forms one of 
the many difficulties in the Jewish question as it presents itself in Russia, In 
the country of the Czar, Jews are nurtured intellectually in the study of the 


Talmnd, and of the Talmud alone. As a consequence they either remain Darrow 
and opposed to the spirit of the age, or they break entirely loose from all the 


‘boads of reason and join the ranks of the fanatical enthusiasts, who lay the are 
"at the root of all social stability. Some via media bet ween Talmudiem, on the one 


hand, and free thought, on the other, bas long been a pressing need in Rigsian 
Judaism. Such a middle path is afforded by the Society for Promoting Kuow- 
ledge among the Jews, which has for its President the well- known scholar, 


‘Baron Gunzburg, and for its Honorary Secretary the still better known Professor 


Harkavy. This society, by means of Hebrew works: on modern science, helps 
greaily to bridge over the gulf between the Talmud and the present age, 
Hitherto, when the Talmudic student woke up from his dreams of the past to. 
encounter the harsh realities of the present, the incongruity not infrequently | 
drove him into a revolt against his former studies and creed. Nowadays, by 
institutions such as the one referred to, and likewise by means of the Ragsian 
Hebr w prees, the transi'ion is rendered less violent and its evil effects are 
avoided. Everything which aids the intellectual progress of Russian Jews 
belps indirectly to raise the status of Jews throughout the world, who are 80 
largely recruited from Russian Poland. No work could be conceived mora 
beneficial to the interest of Judaism in general than the spread of modern culture 
among the Jews by the translation of works of scienee and thought into modern 
Hebrew. Sach an ideal might forma fitting life-task for a Deronda, if he 
exist nowadays among the Jews, and it is certainly a hopeful sign for Russia 
acd its Jews that they appear to have determined to “ help themselves” in 
this connection. The society seems to be steadily flourishing, and we offer it 
cur best wishes in the furtherance of its noble aims. 


THE MAY MEETINGS. 

Last week began the series of annual meetings which take their name from 
the current month. Evangelical Christianity, as it were, takes stock of its pro- 
gress during the past year, and draws up the balance-sheet of good « ffeoted 
and expeuses disbureed. The objects with which the various mectings are con- 
nected vary grea'ly.. In alist now lying before us the titles vary from the 
Zenana Mission to the * One Tun ”’ Ragged Schools, from the Peace Society to 
the Theatrical Mission. Bat whatever be the object to which the pious zaal of 
the promoters is directed, all are animated by a sincere desire for the spiritual 
amelioration of their fellaawmen. Many of the charities are of quite an unsec- 
tarian type, and are devoted to such praiseworthy objects as the education of 
the deat and dumb, homes for the bliaod, for reformed criminals, asylums for 
idiots, &c, It is scarcely necessary to remark how completely we sympathise 
with the ubjects of such institutions as these. Nor can we deny our meed of 
encouragement and sympathy to societies which have more definitely a religious 
purpose in view. The many associations whieh have the spread of Biblical

in the case of the infants, and probably the infants are taken to school by their 


elder brothers and sisters, the whole family thus becoming pupils of what Mr. 


Joseph justly calls a “godless school.” And indeed to the Jew, a Board School, 
must be at the best godless,- if it be not. entirely Christian. The Elementary 
Education Act prohibits sectarian religious. teaching, but it permits Christian 
hymns to be sung at the beginning and end of the lessons, and there is no law 
to prevent pictures of New Testament episodes and distinctly Christian texts from 
boing hung prominently on the walls. Indeed, we have heard such hymns and 
seen such pictures and texts in Board Schools attended by Jews, though the 
Jewish pupils are of couse permitted to absent themselves from Bible-re ading 
and bymn- singing. But what does this permission mean? It means 
at best that the jeve are permitted to be, as Mr. Joseph pnts it unpalatably, 
but truthfully enough, “brought up as pagans.’’ What, we may woll inquire, 
will be the religion of these children, if we leave them alone ? Unfortunately, 
the evil is one more likely to spread than . diminish. The razing of a large 
portion of the houses in the so-called “Jewish qnarter” has tended to 
decentralize thoee of our poor who formerly lived huddled together in the one 
district. For good or for evil, they are migrating to neighbourhoods where 
they are doubtless better heaved: but where they are more distant from Jewish 
schools, Jewish places of worship and Jewish influences, Everywhere Board 
scheols are springing up, competing with denominational schools, and even, if 
the whole trath must ba told, treading upon their heels with a zeal that 
threatens almost to stamp out their existence. Our great Free School will 
doubtloss survive all this competition, because it is facile princeps not alone in 
magnitude, but in its educational results as evinced in the annual inspectione, 
and because it superadds the religious element, and also supervises the material 
welfare of the pupils. It would indeed be a bad day for our people and a fatal 
one for its solidarity when our chief denominational schools ceased to exist, 
Bat we may reasonably enough expect Board schools every day to connt among 
their pupils a larger number of Jews. Apart from questions of locality and 


convenience, there is probably among some of our poorer brethren the same.

great man, Benjamin Disraeli, for what he sid in our behalf. His political acts will 
be judged before the tribunal of history. : We will, therefore, only look upon him in 
his social aspect, the firm defender of-his country, the true aristocrat in sentiment 
and nobility of heart, the Benjamin in Israel, the favourite of his nation.: Call to 
your minds the verse—“ And Judah aaid unto his father Israel, send Benjamin with 
me, and we will arise and go, that we may live and not die,” and apply it to the 
illustrious deceased. He has liberated the Anglo-Jews, -by his fervent ad rocacy, | 
from the political death which oppressed them. Wherever there was a struggle for. 
the rights of Jews in matters that concerned their honour and well-being, wher 
there was a fight for trath and for uprightnesss, there we see him stand—a conqueror, 
While other great English authors used their. mental gifts to depict the dark side of 
Jewish nature or history, Disraeli wielded his gifted pen in the composition of 
 Alroy” and * Coningsby ” to shew the more beautiful traits of the Jewish character 
and their influence on society. Although educated in the bosom of the Christian 
Church. his heart never ceased to beat for the greatness and to feel for the sufferings 
of the Jewish nation to which he belonged by the blood in his veins and the 
honoured name he bore. The ways of God are unsearchable. Could he as a Jew 
have entered the lists of political and social life and so powerfully defended the 
rights of the Jewish nation’? But it was necessary that he should be born a Jew, 
that he might possess the true cosmopolitan feeling of heart so essential to its use. 
fulness and success. A celebrated rabbi, according to tbe Talmud, on hearing of the 
death of a great man. exclaimed, * The [sraelitish nation feels the loss of a great 
man.” for the loss of a great man affects the whole land, while the loss of an 
ordinary man is only felt by his nearest friends. Itis for that reason that the Talmud 
justly observes that our pity-is not to be expended upon him who has departed, but 
upon the land to which his public life has been devoted. Les these few words bea 
little flower in the great wreath of immortelles which the whole civilised world has 
woven for the great deceased. their favourite Benjamin Disraeli! The lesson of his 
life may be foundin the words of the poet :— -

From Spain, where our fathers had settled centuries before Chris- 
tianity was introduced there, there were driven out by the cruel inquisition in 1492, 
when Columbus discovered the laud of freedom, half a million of the most indus- 
trious and intelligent of its inhabitants. From those exiled men geniuses arose who 
shed lustre on the cities and countries which received them wih open arms, Are 
not Spinoza, Menasseh ben Israel, and the family of Disraeli illustrious proofs: 
Disraeli, the father. has been received as a talented citizen in the republic of letters, 
and his books, ‘ Curiosities of Literature’ and «The Spirit of Judaism,” are still 
acknowledged as standard works. And the son, Benjamin Disraeli, Earl of Beacons 


king and the princes of the Royal House of England, of the nobility and the great 
of the realm; the Earl of Beaconsfield, we may say with a just feeling of pride, 
the celebrated portrayer of character. the personal friend of our beloved Queen, the 
statesman who ruled the destinies of this great and powerful country, the late Prime 
Minister of England. belonged to our race, which not long ago was called a sacred 
race by one of the great Liberal noblemen. But not only this, he was proud of bis 
race and his whole sympathy was with his Israelitish brethren. No professing Jew 
culd have pictured better and with greater enthusiasm the peculiar greatness of 
our race and religion and their future destiny. How often do apostates or 
unprincipled brethren tirow stones into the fountain from = which they have 

drunk the refreshing waters of life and existence! How often have they been 
the cause of our persecutions and sufferings! Benjamin Disraeli was not

We will not excuse his secession from the Jewish body ;it was a great mistake. Bat 
in those times a professing Jew could not ascend the steps of the ladder that leads to 
political renown.

A report of the Executive Committee on the proposed new synagogues at St. 
John's Wood (to replace the present temporary iron structure) was presented to the 
meeting, At the last meeting of the Council a letter from the Board of Management 


of the St. John’s Wood synagogue was read soliciting a grant of £3.000 in aid of the 


Building Fund, This letter was referred to the Executive Committee for considera-' 


tion and report. The Committee, in their report, gave full details of the proposed | 


building and probable cos‘. The present iron stracture was opened in 1876, the site 
is freehold, the cost £4,100 was met by a vote of £1,000 from the Council, and by 
contributions from the public to the extent of £3,100. In now recommending that 
thesum of £3,000 be voted from the communal funds, the Executive Committee pointed 
out that this sum bears a larger proportion to the contributions raised from the public 
than has been voted on some former occasions when synagogues have been erected 
with the aid of the Council, but the promoters, urged that the contributions col- 
lected in 1876, when the freehold site now to be utilised was acquired, should now 
be taken into acoount. The Committee expressed a strong opinion that the synagogue 
should be opened free from debt, and that the total estimate (£8,000) for its erection 
should not be exceeded. 

Mr Lionet L. CoueN moved the adoption of the report and gave an explanation 
of the reasoos which had actuated the Committee in arriving at the unanimous decision 
to recommend the Council to vote £3.000,a larger proportion than was voted in other 
instances. The circumatances of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue were peculiar, 
inasmuch.as the new building was intended to replace another structure, a different 
position to those other new synagogues towards the erection of which the Council 
had made grants. Mr.Cohen expressed great satisfaction at observing the gratifying 
development of the policy of erecting new synagogues in districts where they 
were proved to be required, Under somewhat adverse circumstances the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue had shown a reassuring capacity for further development and he 
felt quite satisfied that the vote asked from the Council was amply justified. He 
moved the following resolutions : , : 


1.—That the request of the Board of Management ofthe St. John's Wood Synagogue for 
authority to erect a permanent synagogue at St. John's Wood, in substitution ef the present tem- 
porary iron streeture, be acceded to. 

2.—That Sir N M. de Rothschild, Bart., M.P., Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, Baron Henry de Worms, 
M.P., Messrs. David Davis, Fred. M. Halford. Noah Davis, Maurice Hart, Samuel Montagu, A¢sur 
Keyser, and Hyam L. Beddington, with Mr. Hyman A. Abrahams, who is the sale survivor of the 
gentlemen originally appointed trustees of the St. Jonn's Wood Synagogue, be and are hereby 
appointed trustees in whom the site and building of the St. Joha’s Wood Synagogue shall be vested, 

3—That authority be given. for demolishing the existing synagogue and hous’, and disposing 
of the material, the produce of the sale of which shall-be added to the Building Account of the 
proposed new synagogue. 

4.—'That the Trustees of the Synagogue Funds be and are hereby requested to sell out Stock 
sufficient to produce £3,000 forthe purposes of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. 

5.—That recommendations 3 and 4 be contingent on tho actual tenders for the building con- 
firmiog the estimates made to the Executive Committee, namely, that. the total cost of the pro- 
posed synagogue, including all fittings, architect’s commission and charges for temporary accom. 
modation as set forth in this report, do not exceed the sum of £8,000, 

6.—That Messra. David Davis and Fred. M. Halford, Treasurers, be appointed Representatives 
of the Council on the Building Comniitteée of the proposed synagogue. |

He hoped 
that the representatives of Jews’ College would withdraw the vote so that. the Col- 
lege should not run the risk of the vote being negatived, and thus the College be 
prejudiced in the eyes of the community. Notwithstanding his opposition to the

Tax mirthful celebration of the Passover over, the .mourn'ul period of the 
Sephira is ushered in. We have frequently had occasion to describe the 
acts of cruelty with which the populace of the middle ages were specially wont 
to manifest their hatred of the Jews during the interval which elapsed 
between Easter and Whitsuntide. The excesses in which the crusaders 
indulged at the expense of the hapless Jews, likewise commemorated in the 
austerities of this season, are a familiar page of Jewish history. The distur- 
_ bances at Elizavetgrad in Southern Russia, and at Argenan in Germany, 
“which we chronicle this weck, give a modern and painful interest to 
the historical. associations of the season. It becomes us to inquire 
into some of the cauess which served to keep alive this hatred of the 


Jews during the middle ages, like an unquenchable fire, and what’ 


were the special circumstances which fed the conflagration with fresh fuel 
daring the period between Passover and Pentecost. 


‘was the Jew morally and mentally superior to his Christian fellow- citizens, 
but he was powerfully conscious of his superiority. This consciousness was 
sufficient in itself to foster a spirit of proud isolation, which in its turn begot 


| feelings of contempt and mistrust i in the Jew’ 5 persecutors, goading them on

indeed Jewish medieval writings abundantly testify to the fact, that not alone

., mee ages. ‘The persecution which the separatists had undergone,” says | 
our English historian, “had been severe enough to irritate but not severe . 


- enough to destroy. They had been not tamed into submission, but baited 
into gavageness and stubborness, 
mistook their own vindictive. feelings for emotions of piety, encourage? in 
themselves by reading and meditation a disposition to brood over their 
Wrongs, and when they had worked themselves up into hating their enemies, 
 Tnagined that they were only hating the enemies of heaven.” As an 
example of the tendency of persecution to_ intensify the bitter feelings on 
both sides, we may refer to an incident which was very common in Poland | 


After the fashion of oppressed sects, they | 


result but to.increase the miseries of Jews, 


and other parts of Europe throughout the dark, ages, and as late even as 
the commencement of the present century, Christians were in the habit of © 


throwing stones at the windows of Jewish houses at Easter. The Jews 


| retaliated by making the stones red hot and throwing them hack, and so exas- — 
perated their persecntors all the more. We noticed last week the tendency of © 


the Passover celebration to excite suspicions of Jewish criminality in the minds 


of ignorant.non-Jews, It is not impossible that the high Messianic hopes which 


the Passover ritual raised in the Jewish breast tended to make Jews at this 


‘season less careful of offending Gentile. prejudices and more overbearing 


than usual. On the other hand, the Christian observance of the Passion 


— Week calling 80 vividly to the minds. of devout worshippers the sufferings 
which Jews had inflicted on the Christian Saviour had the concurrent effect 


of exciting the most malevolent feelings against the obstinate people who 
re‘used to acknowledge the Redeemer whom they had slain, It is little 


wonder, therefore, that at this period of Kasterit was customary to administer. 


an official slap of the face to Jews and to load them with othér indignities, 


When the Crasades supervened upon ail this, they could have no other — 


The fact that Christians wero 
arming to wrest from the infidel Saracen the city to which in reality neither 
Turk nor Christian could lay claim, but which rightly belonged to the Jew, and 
was cherished by him with a holy reverence which transcended every other 
affection, must have exasperated him: bitterly. The Jew would also have 
taken up the ery IMierosolyma est perdita, if he could, but with what a 


different meaning! If such was the rancour these aerial sounds with 
which a!l Europe rang excited in Jewish breasts, how much more malignant - 


must have been the hatred with which they inspired the Crusaders them- 
selves. To them tie wild ery Ilierosulyme est perdifa was almost synony- 
mous with the assertion that the Jew remained to be extirpated, and it was 
not long before the words became abbreviated into the terible “Hep, Ilep’” 
formula, 
The Crusades appealed to the very worst passions Of an age itself de- 
based. Full pardon for every crime and licentiousness was promised to those 
who engaged in them. Those who fdl in these stiuggles were sure cf 
eternal felicity. The Crusader, while he bore the cross, was free from sut 
for his debts, and the interest of them was entirely abolished, The Jews 
were the great money-lenders of the age. Such a regulation not only irs 
volved the financial ruin of many of them, but must have had the effect of 
drawing unfavourable attention to the Jews. Why not canc: | debts owing to 


Jews once and for ever ,by killing them and burning their houses, so that the 


bonds might be destroyed in the conflagration and the Crown thus rendered 
unable to claim the forfeits? As with the ceremonial of Passion Week, so 
it was with the Crusades, These wars had the natural effect of impressing 
the story of the Crucifixion on the minds of the populace, and urged them 
on to inflict thousandfold greater sufferings on the perpetrators of their 
Jetween the Christians and the Saracens the Jews were a 
sort of shuttlecock, While the Christians coupled thetr infidelity with that 
of the Tuk, the exasperated Turk, on his part, looked upon both as common 
enemies of the Prophet. ‘The Jew naturally held aloof from the struggle. 
But whoever did not fight for the Cross or the Crescent, was looked upon as 
an enemy by both sides. Thus the defenceless Jew fared worse than either 
of the belligere nts, Such were a few of the causes which contributed to 
render the present season dark with sickening terror for the Jew whose unior

wa> copsidered at a meeting on the 31st of March of the Conjoint Committee of the 
Association and the Board of Deputies and it was resolved to memorialize the Foreign 
Office in the interest of the Jews in Ispahan. Recently telegrams received from 
Pers'a stated that the Pringe-(rovernor of Ispahan had. throuzh British influence, 
been prevailed upon to affordtothe Jews the benefitof his powerful officia! influence. 
A oorrespondence is being continued with the Alliance relative to the reuest of the 
Jews in Ispahan to be aided in e-tablishing a school and in erecting a pubic bath. 
EGypt.—Several letters and telegrams were received by the Association. calling 
attention to the dangers to which the Jews in Alexaudria were exposed in conse- 
quence of the accusation. caused by the death of a Greek boy from drowning, that 
the Jews required Christian blood in the preparation of the Passover cakes. No time 
was lost by the Assoviation in invoking the good offices of the Foreign Minister, who 
gave his immediate attention to these selicitationa” Telegraphic intelligence of a 
satisfactory character was received by the Foreign Office from Alexandria, and was 
promptly communicated to the Association. Apprehensions being still entertained 
in Alexandria that during Passover violent attacks might be made by the Greeks on 
their Jewish fellow-townsmen. the Secretary was directed to make private inquiries 


at the Foreign ' flice as to whether any further action could be taken. A telegram 


was immediately sent from the Foreign Office to Alexandria, asking for precise infor- 


mation as to the state of public feeling, and a’ reply was received of which the fol-

Lord Beaconsfield was 
not a Jew. He was brought up a Christian and was an attached member of the 
Church to which he belonged. Yet he at all times showed the greatest regard for 
the Jews, to whom he (the speaker) believed he owed a great dea! of his talent, 
And if there were a man who had done more than any other in the present century 
to dissipate animosity agains’ the Jews, that man was Lord Beaconsfield. He showed 
Conservatives and Liberals alike that a Jew could be a patriot—and perhaps his most 
distinguishing features were his patriotism and love of country, When those bitter 
animosities and the accusation that Jews could not feel love for the country to which 
they belonged were elsewhere revived, it was well to be able to show this characteristic 
of Lord Beaconsfield. ILis opinion was that the two things were perfectly capable of 
being reconcililed, The man faithful to his | religion was faithful to his king 
and country. With reference to the Chairman’s remarks, he dil not think any 
animosity could be shown when once the grave had closed over the remains of the 
dead. It was the characteristic of English gentlemen to shake hands a'ter a po'itical 
fight, and here. at Jeast. no such differences of opinion would be found. All had but 
one desire—to express regret at the loss which the English nation had sustained by 
the death of this great statesman. (Hear, hear.)

qualified, were sent back as teachers to the countries whence they came. 


The building was erected by the Rothschild family and is presided over 
by Mons.

It was, 
perhaps. unique in the world to finda school with young men coming from: such 
remote and different parts. all of whom seemed on the most friendly terms and 
appeared to show interest in their studies.

QUTRAGES UPON JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


Serious disturbances, having their origin in the superstition of the peasantry 


regerding the Jewish Passover rites, have occurred at Elizavetgrad, in the 
province of Khbersan. The popular excitement against the Jews led to au attack 


upon the synagogue, which was destroyed by the mob. The aid of the military 
was called in to repress the disturbance, and a large number of the rioters were 


killed by the troops. | | 

An official account of the anti-Jewish riot at Elizave:grad, on the 27¢h ult, 

atates that some houses inhabited by Jews, and several public-bouses belonging 


to members of that faith, were aiticked and pillaged by the populace. The 


dis urbances continued until the morning of the 29:h ult., when order was ro- 


established. Oue Jew was killed, and several other persons were seriously 


injured by the rioters. The aathoriiies have instituted a strict investigation 
into the circumstances. | 
| 7 ST. PETERSBURG, May 2. 
Official intelligence from Odessa of yesterday's date announces that 400) 
persons have been arrésted for taking part in the excesses against tho Jews at 
Elizavetgrad last week. One hundred houses wero pillage’, a quantity of 
furniture being thrown into the streets. Two handred people were injured 
during the riots. Order has been restored, but the town is still patrolled by 
detachments of Uhlans and infantry. At the request of the Town Council the 
fair which was to have been held shortly at Elizavetgrad has been indefinitely 
postponed. 


The following details have been telegraphed by the Odessa correspondent 
of the Zimes : Since my telegram to you of yesterday etating that anti Jewish 
riots had broken out at Elizavetgrad, a town of about 40,000 inhabitants, situated 
in the governmenl of Kherson, the following particulars have been published 
here upon the authority of Prince Doudoukoff. Korsakotf, the proviacial governor- 
general of Odessa. he disturbances commenced at 4 pin. last Wednesday, 
and the contents of several Jews’ shops were stol-a, dauaged, cr destroyes, 
The pc lice called in the aid of the troops, who made every effort to stop the 
pillaging. This was, however, ouly effected on the tollowiog evening, and with 
great difficulty, on account of tbe namber of peasants who had flocked mto the 


' town trom the surrounding villages in order to participate in the general plunder. 


During the night of the 28th inst. there arrived at Elizavetgrad three squadrons 
of Uhlans, and yesterday a battalion of infantry. One Jew was killed, but the 
number of the wounded is not great. In a later telegram the correspondent 
states that at Elizavetgrad things have remained quiet ever since the anti-Jewish 
riots, These were quelled last Tuureday evening. It appears that 400 persons were 
arrested. The rioting arose out of a dispute between some Christians and Jews. 
The quarrel led toa general fight, which, accordingto the Klizavetgrad Vestnik, 
assuined a more serious character upon revolver-shots being fired from some 
Jewish houses. The Christians then attacked the houses and shops of the Jews 
indiscriminately by smashing doors, breaking windows, &c., up till alate hour 
on Wednesday night. The violence was continued throughout Thursday, but in 
a different form. The Jews, finding themselves vanquished, offered no further 
resistance and all fighting ceased ; but the rioters aided by an influx of peasants 
from the surrounding villages to join in the general mélée, sacked the houses of 
the Jews, destroyed their furniture, and spviled or stole their wares. The

We have no account of the origin of the troubles. beyond the vajrue 
statement that they arose out of a dispute between some Christians and Jews, A 
general fight followed, and became serious when it was observed that revolver-shots 
were fired from some Jewish houses. This led to an ind’ scriminate attack upon the 
houses and shops occupied hy the Jews of the town, and the destruction of property 
continued over a couple of days. The fighting was only stopped by the submission 
of the Jews, who found themselves utterly beaten: but their acknowledgment of 
defeat did not save their property. A general attack, in which the original rioters 
were aided by peasants from the neighbouring villages, eventuated in the sacking of 
the houses of the Jews, the breaking-up of their furniture, and the destruction of 
their goods. At first the efforts of the military and police to restore order failed of 
success, though ultimately the riots were suppressed. ‘The town of Elizavet grad has 
a population of some 40,000, of whom the Jews compose about one-fourth, and tt ts 
said that more than half the houses of these 10.00 Jews are completely ruined, The 


destruction of property. fortunately, was not accompanied Ty an equal loss of life, 


only one Jew having, been killed, while not very many are wounded, The fury with 
which the feeling of hatred to the Jews blazed forth among the townspeople who are 
Christians and their allies from the country is, however, a revelation a» to the bitter- 
ness of feeling that was lying latent.

ANTI-SEMITIC RIOTS. 
[REUTERS TELEGRAMS | 

BERLIN, APRIL 

A popular outbreak against the Jews is reported to havo taken placo 
yesterday at Argenau, a emall town in West Piussia, but the accounts of the 
affair received up to the present are somewhat co.tleting. According to one 
version a mob led by a school teacher, named Baecker, broke into and wrecked 
the houses of some Jews and imaltreated the inmates, the polica force being 
altogether insufficient to afford them protection.
